GERMAN INVADERS 


Hail of Bullets From Rifles and Machine Guns Mows Attackers Down 
—Tuetons Lie in Heaps of Dead and Wounded Around Fort 
Darchon—Loss Estimated at Between Four and Five Thousand. 
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Rrussels, Aug. 6.—At about noon 
yesterday the German infantry at- 
tempted to carry by assault Fort Dar- 
chon, to the northeast of Liege 

The attacking infantry crept up) 
under the cover of a heavy artillery 
fire but the gallant defenders waited 
until the Germans came to- close 
quarters, Then with a given signal, 
the Belgians opened with a hail of bul- 
Jets from rifles and machine guns which 
worked havoc among the Germans, The 
attackers soon lay in heaps of dead 
end wounded around the fort. 

At the same time Fort Chaudfon- 
tnine, to the southeast of Liege, kept 
up o hot fire on another body of Ger- 
mans who had seized a neighboring 
eastle., The Belgian artillery reduced 
the building to smoking ruins, 

The Germans finally retired all along

Want to Become Britons. 
London, Aug. 6.—There was a rush of Germans of all classes to 
the home office today to secure British naturalization papers. 


London, Aug. 6.—England waited today with anxiety for re- 
ports of the movement of the British fleet, of which virtually nothing 
had been heard Since its departure some days ago under sealed orders. 
All eyes were turned toward the North sea whither it was generally 
assumed the war vessels had gone to encounter the German battle- 
ship squadrons, 

Reports of firing and the arrival of a number of wounded Ger- 
man and British blue-jackets, at Harwich on the east coast, kept ex- 
citement at Its highest point, as this was evidence that at least there 
had been contact between vessels of the opposing navies. 

The morning passed off, however, without any more definite 
signs of an important clash between the powerful squadrons. 

Messages from Belgium appeared to Indicate that the check of 
the Germans outside Liege yesterday had been a severe one, some 
reports giving the number of casualties as high as 8,000, 

From Rome came a report that the German cruisers Goeben and 
Breslau had escaped the pursuit of French and British warships after 
bombarding the Algerian coast and had safely reached a Sicilian port. 

German war vessels are said to have penetrated the gulf of 
Finland and bombarded Sveaborg, the ‘Northern Gibraltar.” 

No detinite confirmation of the reported ultimatum from Ger- 
many to Italy came to hand here. 

As soon as Prince Lichnowsky, the German ambassador, left 
London today the American embassy assumed full care of German 
interests in the British Isles. irwin B. Laughlin, the Ameri- 
can secretary of the embassy, devoted himself to this business and all 
German subjects calling at the former German embassy were In- 
‘structed to call at the American embassy. 

Many Germans reside in England in order to escape. military 
service but a great number of these are said to have applied to be 
permitted to serve in the German army as soon as Emperor William 
offered pardon for deserting.

Among many discredited features in the campaign waged 
on behalf of the notorious Roblin Government in Manitoba

by Hon. Arthur Meighen. With temporary freedom from his 
work as the chief parliamentary spokesman for Mackenzie and 
Mann the Solicitor General hastened to Manitoba to endeavor 
to save the Roblin Ministry from deserved defeat and in- 
cluded in his efforts in this connection an outrageous attack 
upon the noted clergyman and author. 

Mr. Meighen made his attack in his own town of Portage 
la Prairie. From prominent citizens of Portage la Prairie 
there has come condemnation of his action. At a recent meet- 
ing of the Portage la Prairie branch of the Social Service Coun- 
cil a resolution was passed censuring him for his ‘‘malicious 
and mendacious attack.” Moreover, the resolution expressed 
keen regret that the Solicitor General should have degraded 
“the standard of public discussion” and trespassed on “the 
principles of common veracity” by such reference as he made 
to Dr. Gordon. 

In Opposition, Mr. Meighen professed lofty principles 
and a burning zeal for the upliftment of the standards of pub- 
lic life. Even as a private member supporting the Borden 
Government he showed signs of independerice and high ideals. 
Once given a portfolio, he threw aside all independence and 
has run contrary to the ideas he formerly professed. He has 
become the defender of all things Conservative whether good 
or bad; as a Conservative member has said, he has become 
“the gramophone for Mackenzie and Mann”; he has degraded 
public life by using statements which those who know the 
facts describe as both “malicious and mendacious.’”’ He has 
become fit colleague of men of the Rogers-Roblin school. 


CANADA CONTRIBUTES 
TO BOTH: SIDES. oe 


Most of the men whom the government is now sending 
out of the country or encouraging to leave it, under the recent 
deportation regulations, are Austrians or Hungarians, says the 
Ottawa Free Press. Such, for instance, are the Ruthenians. 
They are going back to their native land. All are men of mili- 
tary training and as soon as they land will be given uniforms 
and rifles and marched to the fighting line. 

The government will send twenty or thirty thousand 
Canadians to the support of British arms in support of Britain, 
France, and Russia against Austria, Germany and Italy. The 
government therefore proposes to contribute to both sides 
in this struggle. The men we deport for idleness in a few 
weeks may be lined up against the Canadians we will send to 
swell the strength of England’s armies, 

Was there anything more short-sighted and ridiculous 
than this ever devised? It may not be legally possible to pre- 
vent them, but the departure of Hungarian patriots should 
at least be discouraged in every possible way. In fact, the 
government would be justified in going to considerable lengths 
to actively obstruct the movement. The census shows that 
there are some eighty thousand Austrians and Hungarians in 
Canada. While by no means all of them will go back to fight, 
reports indicate the likelihood of several thousand of them go- 
ing. It is certain that every Austrian or Hungarian whom the 
government deports will be seized by the sergeants as soon 
as he lands. 

For this, if for no other reason, a halt should be called to 
deportations until peace is restored. 


THE IMPORTANT FEATURE 
IN THE TRAMWAYS DEAL, 
To find a common ground between the city and the Tram-

The important feature at issue is not the length of the 
term of the agreement, although there must, of course, be a 
date of termination. The important feature is that the com- 
pany’s ownership and control ceases at the city limits. Other- 
wise, the agreement becomes a franchise; and the city is not 
granting any franchises this A.D. 1914.

Terms of Canal Treaty. 

While the government outwardly has 
no concern in reference to the safety 
of the Panama canal under the sur- 
(face, it is preparing to give it ample 
protection. It is fully realized that if 
one belligerent chased by another, 
should succeed in getting through the 
canal, it would be to its interest to 
| destroy a lock and thus save itself from 
annihilation. Moreover, there is a pos- 
sibility that belligerents might engage 
in Combat at one or the other entrances 
of the canal. The duties of the United 
States In connection with the canal as 
prescribed by treaty, are as follows: 

1—T'o maintain the canal open to
